Is Declared Disaster Area 


SAN FRANCISCO (TP) — Hun­ 
dreds of rail and highway travelers 
were stranded in the High Sierra 
today by a storm that raked Call 
forma with torrential rams, h u m 
cane-foroe winds and an impene­ 
trable blanket of snow 
The storm — worst in a half cen 
fury — was so severe that Gov. 
Goodwin Knight issued a procla­ 
mation making tho whole state a 
disaster area 
Thousands of persons fled their 
homes in the San f rancisco Bay 
area as rain-swollen creeks over­ 
flowed their bank 
The storm cost two lives 
Rich­ 
ard Chase, 37, drowned when he 
slipped into swollen Ross Valley 
Creek in Marin County. 
In Lake 
Anderson near San Jose, William 
Vallotton, 23, former University of 
California football player, was fear­ 
ed drowned when his canoe tipped 
over in the wind. 
The storm moved down the Cen­ 
tral Valley and into Southern Cali­ 


fornia early today. 
As it did so, 
it left streams and rivers overflow­ 
ing or nearly so, flooding thous- 1 
ands of acres of land. 
At Stockton city officials braced 
themselves for a crisis. 
Meanwhile, Southern P a c i f i c 
crews worked in the High Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, 38 miles east 
of Colfax, Calif , to free a mail 
train from a snow slide. 
The wreck halted the crack trans­ 
continental streamliner, City of San ! 
Francisco, in a snowshed near Nor­ 
den with 97 passengers aboard. 
SP said the passengers aboard 
the westbound train were “com­ 
fortable,’’ with heat and plenty t o 1 
eat. 
The train was stopped o n ly 1 
three miles from the spot where 
it was snowed in for several days 
in 1951.

WASHINGTON (TTP) - president 
Eisenhower sent to Congress today 
a sweeping defense reorganization 
plan that would give the defense 
secretary full control over ail mili­ 
tary operations and defense money. 
The President’s plan was aimed 
at greater unification of the armed 
service* to prepare them better for 
fighting a modern war, he aaid. 
“Separate ground, sea and air 
warfare is gone forever,” the Pre*- 
ident said in a 7,000 word message. 
“Strategic and tactical planning 
must be completely unified, com­ 
bat forces organized into unified 
commands, each equipped with the

aystems 
that science can develop, singly-led 
and prepared to fight aa one, re­ 
gardless of service.”
